In order to settle this, 
and to get the dead stra ig ht of it, 
the Univ ersity of W isconsin has 
been carrying on a number of tests.

milk. 
The second ration w a s made 
up of corn, ta nka g e, linseed meal 
and chopped a lfa lfa ha y—no milk. 
On the a v era g e the hog s that had 
corn and milk gained 1.04 pounds 
a head per day, while those tha t 
had no milk a v era g ed a g a in of 
1.1(5 pounds per day.

W hen R ear Adm iral Charles P. Plunk ett told the 
N ational Republican Club that w ar w ith G reat Brit 
ain or some other gre a t power was inevitable, he 
expressed a sentim ent which is hair-raisingly com ­ 
m on with naval and m ilitary men. 
A nd there will be m any others to fear that P lunk ­ 
e tt w as dead right. For Plunk ett lifted the solt 
pedal a m oment, tied up our huge program of naval 
expansion ^ ith the world trade struggle which we 
now face and declared tha t the only answ er w as 
t:

w ar. 
W e m ay all well hope that Plunk ett is a punk 
prophet, but no one can dispute that he k nows his 
history . In fighting the rest of the world for cheap 
raw m aterials and foreign mark ets, at the sam e time 
hack ing up this bid for unquestioned com m ercial 
suprem acy w ith plans for a navy enormous enough 
to protect it, we are traveling the road which in the 
pa st alw ay s has led to war. 
The naval arm am ents race is on, despite all de­ 
nials. W e’re Out to equal G reat B ritain’s fleet and 
probably to surpass it. W hether Britain is to blame, 
by reason of her attitude a t the Geneva conference, 
is beside the point. 
The world struggle for m ark ets has only begun. 
Peace movem ent leaders believe it can be prevented 
from leading to actual w arfare by a series of tre a ­ 
ties binding the big powers to behave. G overnm ents 
seem quite unconvinced. 
L a st y ear our exports were 
$5 ,000,000,000, 
a n in­ 
crease of nearly 2 0 per cent over 
19 2 6 . We invaded 
the foreign credit m ark et with 
$1,6 00,000,000 
in newT 
loans—foreign nations now owe us about 
$2 5 ,000,- 
000,000. Outside the borders of the United States our 
interests are w orth a t least 
$5 0,000,000,000. 
The 
belief of this governm ent and the industrial lead­ 
ers of the nation is that a naval expenditure of $3,- 
000,000,000, as now planned, is not too much to pro­ 
tect them. 
W e are em bark ed on a course of economic im ­ 
perialism. We are not going to divide m a rk e ts w ith 
any one. We are going to get all we can for we are 
the gre a te st producing nation on earth.

air liners are 
operating regularly over long dis­ 
tances and under all conditions. 
The first airplane 
w as a frail 
machine, capable of operation en- 
ly in good w eather. 
Even with 
the utm ost care fly ing in the early 
day s of navigation was a d anger­ 
ous profession a t best. 
Today the 
properly 
operated 
com m ercial airline com pares fa ­ 
vorably in safety with any other 
m eans of transportation. 
Shipping has reached its pres­ 
ent stage afte r thousands of y ears 
of 
development. 
Railroads 
less 
than a century ago stopped their 
trains 
a t night 
on the grounds 
tha t operation in dark ness w as un­ 
safe. 
Automobiles, a fte r nearly 
forty y ears of progress, are still 
dependent on good roads. 
The 
airplane, in 
less than a 
quarter a century , has tak en its 
place am ong the m ost im portant 
m ethods of travel, and now, where 
time is » param ount and territory 
inaccessible, it stands a t the head 
of its competition. 
Development up to the present 
time has been largely 
m ilitary . 
The cost of aeronautical engineer­ 
ing and construction has been so 
grea t tha t commercial companies 
have not been able to afford to 
experim ent with their 
own 
de­ 
signs. While the airplane w as still 
an experim ent, the 
financial re­ 
turns from aeronautical 
projects 
were only too ofter less than the 
cost of operation. 
Consequently the early develop­ 


m ent was largely 
sponsored 
by 
governm ent, w ith the result that 
the planes were designed for use 
in w arfare ra the r than for safety 
and economy of 
operation. 
E x­ 
trem e safety in the m ilitary 
m a ­ 
chine m ust be sacrificed for m a ­ 
neuverability 
Econom y of oper­ 
ation w as replaced by m ilitary de­ 
sign. 
Comm ercial 
aviation 
in 
the 
U nited S tates ha3 been retarded in 
the past by lack of governm ent 
subsidy , but the very lack of tha t 
subsidy will be one of its greatest 
assets in the future. 
A subsidized 
airline is organized w'ith the sub­ 
sidy as a very large consideration 
The organization 
exists 
on the 
subsidy and its grow th 
is regu­ 
lated by the subsidy . 
Years will 
be required l>efore the point of in­ 
dependence is reached and the re­ 
ceipts become larger than the ex­ 
penditures. 


On the other hand, an 
airline 
organized w ithout regard to an 
external income is in a position 
to expand along w ith the demands 
for service. 
If the traffic becomes 
gre a t enough to require more or 
bigger planes, a larger profit en 
sues, instead of an increased sub­ 
sidy being required or the fare be­ 
ing raised to hold 
down the de­ 
mand. 
The airplane has now advanced 
to the stage where the dem ands of 
com m erce are sufficient to w a r­ 
rant the building of planes w ith­ 
out regard to m ilitary usefulness. 
And w ith the advent of the purely 
com m ercial 
airplane 
comes 
an 
economy of operation which places 
operating 
organizations 
on 
a 
sound financial basis. 
Undoubtedly in a few y ears the 
United S tates will be covered w ith 
a netw ork of passenger, mail and 
express lines. 
T rans-A tlantic service is still in 
the future. 
Extensive 
research 
and careful study will be required 
before any regular, schedule 
be­ 
tween A m erica and Europe can be 
m aintained. 
M ulti-motored fly ing 
boats 
w ith 
stations 
along 
the 
route will eventually m ak e tra ns ­ 
oceanic 
airlines 
practical, 
bid 
their development m ust be based 
on a solid foundation of experience 
and eqiupment.

If he is sentenced fo r contemp t, he 
p ro bably will be given a three- 
ino nth term , along w ith a $1,000 
fine — the same p enalty meted to 
H arry F. Sinclair when the latter 
was convicted of co ntem p t in the 
D istrict of Columbia sup reme court 
two years ago.

Senato r Thomas J. Walsh (D. ) 
of Mont., who q uestioned Stewart

The Senate’s investigation 
was directed into w hat became of 
the Continental bonds, which were 
bo ught with p rofits easily earned 
from a very myterious oil deal, in 
which the Continental made mil­ 
lions w ithout investing a cent.

Load Is Handicap 
As Chamberlin nearer the end 
of the prepared runway he "gave 
her the gas” and the ship rose in­ 
to the air. 
Struggling under the 
heavy load of gasoline, the plane 
rose slowly and as 
it reached

height of about 50 feet seemed to 
hover there. 
Suddenly the ship 
seemed to 
flatten out and despite the frantic,

It has long been believed that In 
order to raise hogs to the great­ 
est, advantage it was necessary to 
have skim milk. 
The idea is yet 
prevalent la many sections, though 
we have come to know that hog 
growing can be made profitable 
without this feed, but always there 
was the mental reservation that the 
man who had milk had much the 
hest of it. 
In order to settle this. 
and to get the dead straight of it, 
the University of Wisconsin has 
been carrying on a number of tests.

Two rations were used, the first, 
yellow corn and plenty of skim 
milk.

Peace m ovement leaders believe it can be prevented 
from leading to actual w arfare by a series of tre a ­ 
ties binding the big powers to behave. Governm ents 
seem quite unconvinced. 
L a st y ear our exports were $5,000,000,000, a n in­ 
crease of nearly 20 per cent over 1926. We invaded 
the foreign credit m ark et with $1,600,000,000 in new 
loans— foreign nations now owe us about $25,000,- 
000,000. Outside the borders of the United S tates our 
interests are w orth a t least $50,000,000,000. The 
belief of this governm ent and the industrial lead­ 
ers of the nation is th at a naval expenditure of $3,- 
000,000,000, as now planned, is not too much to pro­ 
tect them. 
W e are em barked on a course of economic im ­ 
perialism. We are not going to divide m ark ets with 
anyone. We are going to get all we can for we are 
the g reatest producing nation on earth.

Refutes to Answer Questions 
During Investigation of 
Teapbt Dome Deals.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—(INS) 
—Its hand temporarily tied by a 
habeas corpus writ, freeing Rob­ 
ert W. Stewart, chairman of the 
board of the Standard Oil of Indi­ 
ana, the Senate this afternoon or­ 
dered the United States attorney 
in the District of Columbia to pros­ 
ecute him on charges of alleged 
contempt.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—Under 
arrest in hotel suite, Colonel Rob­ 
ert W. Stewart, chairman of the 
board of the Standard Oil company 
of Indiana and one of the leading 
oil figures in the country, faced a 
“trial” today at the bar of the 
Senate on contempt charges, grow­ 
ing Out of his persistent refusal to 
answer questions at the Teapot 
Dome inquiry into disposition of 
the Continental Trading company's 
$3,080,000 Liberty Bond fund. 
Stewart spent the night in cus­ 
tody of John J. McGrain, a deputy 
sergeant-at-arm s of the Senate. 
Prisoner and jailer spent the night 
on comfortable hotel beds. 
Stewart will be taken before 
the Senate at noon today, in re­ 
sponse to the warrant issued by 
Vice President Dawes at the di­ 
rection of the senate, which adopt­ 
ed a resolution ordering his arrest 
by an unanimous vote. The oil man 
will be given an opportunity then 
to purge himself of contempt by 
answering the questions. If he con­ 
tinues in his defiance, the Senate 
will be asked to order his impris­ 
onment in a “common jail” for 
contempt. 
Faces Jail Term 
Stewart faces a penalty of from 
Ope to twelve months in jail and a 
fine of any amount up to $10,000. 
If he Is sentenced for contempt, he 
probably will be given a three- 
tnonth term, along with a $1,000 
fine — the same penalty meted to 
Harry F. Sinclair when the latter 
was convicted of contempt in the 
District of Columbia supreme court 
two years ago. 
lh the meantime, Stewart will 
have recourse to the courts through 
a writ of Habeas Corpus. 
The questions 
which brought 
Stewart to his present plight were: 
1. “Do you know of any one who 
received any of these bonds that 
the Continental company was pur­ 
ported to have dealt in?” 
2. “Have you discussed any of 
these bond transactions with Mr. 
Sinclair or has Mr. Sinclair dis­ 
cussed any of these bond transac­ 
tions with you?” 
Declines To Answer 
To both questions, Stewart repli­ 
ed that he "respectfully declined to 
answer.” He said first, though, that 
he had never received any of the 
bonds nor had he delivered any of 
them to anybody. 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh (D.> 
of Mont., who questioned Stewart 
and who sponsored the resolution 
ordering his arrest, declared these 
questions were “the heart of the in­ 
quiry.” The Senate's investigation 
was directed into what became of 
the Continental bonds, which were 
bought with profits easily earned 
from a very myterious oil deal, in 
which the Continental made mil­ 
lions without investing a cent. 
The company bought oil from 
©ne concern at $1.50 a barrel and 
sold it to the Sinclair and Stewart 
companies for $1.75 a barrel, the 
two oil men putting a financial 
guarantee on the Continental. Thus 
far, $233,000 of the bonds already 
have been traced from Sinclair to 
Albert B. Fall.
